The tendency of furnacemen
in some parts of the enantry, in whicsh com-
mission houses have birnerto controliea the
pig Iron trade, to iznore them and make
snles direct to consamers, prevents many
trades from becoming public. Taking
the aggresate of business known to have
been dome in the leading markets the pass
week, it will not be surprising if stocks at
furnaces show o good decreass on the Ist of
June.
